You could tell by Saturday that the March on Washington 
was transforming Washington, D.C. Lesbian couples strolled 
hand-in-hand in the National Gallery. Gay men stared up at 
the roof of the Capitol Building. White House tourists suddenly 
looked a little different from the regulars from Detroit and Des 
Moines. In Washington, our old slogan became a reality once 
again — we were everywhere. 

The poignance of seeing the national capital, with its build¬ 
ings and monuments which we have all been taught symbolize 
our history and our country’s power, suddenly filled with Lesbi¬ 
ans and Gay men was overwhelming.

But there was more to the 
spirit of the March than our 
mere numbers — which to me 
seemed clearly in excess of 
100,000; as we marched into 
the rally site, march organizers 
announced each contingent on 
their microphones — Tulas, 
Helena, Montana, Milwaukee, 
Dartmouth College. It’s difficult 
to describe the feeling I got lis¬ 
tening to the names of these

places — small towns like the 
ones where so many of us grew 
up and felt alien and alone — 
and now we were marching to 
the Washington Monument 
from these places, thousands 
and thousands of us, together 
for the first time. And 
somehow we all knew that for 
all of those Gay people from 
the Peorias of the world and for 
all of us — things would never 
be the same. 

What we felt the most on the 
Sunday of the March on Wash¬ 
ington was not just the impor¬ 
tance of the size of the crowd or 
of the particular issues for 
which we marched; we shared

CASTRO STABBING 

GAY MAN AIDS MUGGING VICTIM 
-STABBED 4 TIMES 

A Gay man was repeated stabbed near Cala Foods last 
Thursday evening when he and a friend came to the aid of an 
old man who was being harassed by a gang of young punks. 

John Donofrio, 25, active in the Gay Softball League, and 
Lee Thibodeaux, 41, were on their way to Cala at about 
6:30PM when they saw five youngsters trying to grab groceries 
from the old man. Coming to his aid, Thibodeaux thwarted 
two of the attackers with his heavily laden backpack, but the 
other three converged on Donofrio and stabbed him four times 
in the stomach. Donofrio is now in stable condition at S.F. 
General recovering from the stabs as well as from infection 
caused by the dirty weapon. 


A woman who witnessed the 
attack reported that the gang of 
16 or 17 yeard olds had been 
hanging around the Cala park¬ 
ing lot for about an hour. They 
were drinking liquor and har¬ 
assing passers-by with shouts of 
“faggot, queer” and a variety of 
epithets. 

Reportedly, when the two 
Gay men approached the gang 
to help the old man, the youths 
shouted, “You lookin’ for 
trouble” and “Come on, you 
queers” before they attacked. 

The police took twenty 
minutes to respond following 
the stabbing, but did manage to 
round up four of the five gang 
members. Two have admitted 
the stabbing, according to 
Thibodeaux, who accompa¬ 
nied the police in their search. 
He also reported that the same 
gang has been charged with 
several other muggings around 
the Castro area. 

The responding cops report¬ 
edly said that Gays should 
complain about the lack of 
police protection in the Castro 


area. They suggested plain- 
clothesmen and pairs of beat¬ 
walking police would help curb 
the rash of muggings in the 
area. 

Unfortunately, Gays have 
been repeatedly complaining 
since the assassination of 
Harvey Milk of the continuing 
muggings, stabbings, 
harassment by young punks. 
The police understand the 
problem totally, but say they 
can do nothing about the 
violent crimes. 

Supervisor Harry Britt, when 
informed of the latest assault in 
his District, told B.A.R., “The 
violence directed against Gays 
is the same kind of violence 
that all kinds of people experi¬ 
ence. 

“I want to commend these 
two Gay men for coming to the 
aid of a senior citizen — to the 
risk of their own lives.” Britt 
promised he would contact the 
two Gay men and see what he 
could do to be of assistance 
and to pledge they receive the 
recognition they deserve for 
their valor.

BLUNTING THE ASSASSIN’S BULLETS 

This season in the major races our choices were immedi¬ 
ate and easily arrived at. The Dan White scenario: that ass¬ 
assination is the ultimate political weapon (a political status 
we have lived under for the past eleven months) can be 
either sustained or repudiated by the electoral process. Sub¬ 
stituting Gay “smarts” for the White bullets could put us 
further ahead than White ever dreamed possible. And not in 
the least Harvey Milk would be avenged. 

DISTRICT 5: Harry Britt 

The slogan of the Dan White supervisorial campaign in 
1977 was UNITED AND FIGHT. The slogan of the Hallinan 
campaign in 1979 is UNITED WE STAND. The homo¬ 
phobia in the first instance was overt; in the latest more 
polished version it is covert. Both campaigns are capitalizing 
on the former prize fighting image of their decent “family 
man.” Once again the Irish Mafia of the parishes are trying 
to make a comeback. 

At first, the B.A.R. was not overjoyed with the appoint¬ 
ment of Harry Britt. Since then we have been critical and 
monitored his performance most carefully. Britt over the 
past ten months has worked assiduously to heal the wounds 
created by Dianne Feinstein with her unforgivable 7-week 
delay in finding a replacement for Harvey Milk. Britt’s office 
from the first has been responsive to the needs and com¬ 
plaints of his constituents and Gays city-wide. Britt has 
grown with the job. His performance on the night of the May 
21 riots is a false issue (his constituents were being beaten to 
the ground before his eyes — like the B.A.R., his response 
was “NO APOLOGIES”). 

The effort to dump Britt is but one more manifestation of 
homophobia. It is spearheaded by Dianne Feinstein and her 
program of moral rearmament. It is aided and abetted by 
homosexuals who for their own comfort would like to shove 
Gays back into their closets. We begin to hear stories of 
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Supervisor Harry Britt — who led the San Francisco delegation to the 
national March on Washington — at a Gay caucus in the Cannon House 
office building.

people will mean freedom for 
all people from rigid sex role 
stereotypes which inhibit all 
people from knowing and 
living as who they really are. 
And freedom will mean a soci¬ 
ety where we care for and take 
care of one .another — free of 
the loneliness and isolation and 
lack of warmth which has so 
often characterized one part of 
our culture. 

Many of us believe we can 
create that kind of world — we 
saw it in Washington on Octo¬ 
ber 14. The islands of Lesbians 
and Gay strength, like San 
Francisco, are beginning to 
spawn efforts by Gay people to 
stand up for themselves all over 
the country. No one who saw 
the thousands of determined 
Gay Texans in Washington can 
doubt that the world will soon 
be hearing from them. 

But the March gave us some¬ 
thing more concrete than hope 
with which to continue our 
struggle. It began the develop¬ 
ment of our movement as a 
true national force. The week¬ 
end produced not only the 
March, but a series of meetings 
which led to the organization of 
a permanent national Third 
World Gay Caucus and (thanks 
in great part to San Francisco’s 
Bernice Becker) a national 
Parents and Friends of Gays. 

On Saturday, hundreds of 
Lesbians and Gays met at a 
conference called to plan strat¬ 
egy for electing Gays and. our 
friends as delegates to the na¬ 
tional Republican and 
Democratic conventions next 
summer. The conference was 
part of a highly-organized cam¬ 
paign leading to the adoption 
of national party planks in favor 
of Gay rights. 

Throughout the weekend, at 


parties and in meetings, Gay 
leaders from around the coun¬ 
try met and got to know one 
another, trading news and 
strategies and building friend¬ 
ships which will contribute to 
the solidification of a national 
Gay movement. 

And on Monday, hundreds 
of Gay people lobbied their 
Congressional representatives 
to support Gay rights, particu¬ 
larly the national Gay rights 
legislation before Congress. At 
least two Congresspersons 
added their names to the list of 
sponsors of that bill and others 
were edged closer to support. 
San Francisco’s Phillip Burton 
agreed, after hearing a plea 
from more than 20 of his con¬ 
stituents, to play a more public 
and active role in promoting 
Gay rights. Many of the Gay 
lobbyists felt that the Congress- 
persons with whom they spoke 
were clearly impressed by our 
numbers and our commitment. 
As one said, “I never knew 
there were so many of you out 
there!” 


It was not all politics as Gay 
people came home to the city 
we first learned to know as 
children in our schoolbooks. 
We parties as well as politicked. 
We had a good time, and we 
inspired ourselves. And we 
came away with hope and a re¬ 
newed commitment to the 
movement which has already 
changed all of our daily lives 
and which will someday create 
a world where all of us will be 
free. 

Harvey Milk, who called for 
this March on Washington and 
whose March it truly was, 
would be proud of us.

the sense that day that we — 
Lesbians and Gay men — had 
all arrived as a national com¬ 
munity just beginning to make 
our claim on American society. 

Everyone felt good — very, 
very happy — and people were 
kind to one another and paid 
attention to the requests of the 
organizers with a spirit of co¬ 
operation and a feeling of one¬ 
ness that was inspiring. 

Several incidents of the 
weekend stand out in my 
memory. At the assembly 
point, a Lesbian called out the 


place names of contingents to 
get everyone in line for the 
march. And people went 
where she asked them to go. 
When got to some little town in 
Missouri, she told over the 
microphone that she had 
grown up in Missouri, and the 
marchers stopped their assem¬ 
bling to listen as she talked 
passionately about what it was* 
like to be a Lesbian in rural 
Missouri. 

Later, as the San Francisco 
group — there were about 
1,000 of us — marched down 
Pennsylvania Avenue, we 


came across a group from Ten¬ 
nessee. They cheered our San 
Francisco banners, and un¬ 
furled one of their own — “San 
Francisco, We Love You!” It 
was a moving moment because 
it brought home to us how 
much the strength and freedom 
we have developed here mean 
to Gay people all over the rest 
of the country. 

A third incident, at the rally 
itself, made this point even 
clearer. Harvey Milk had called 
for the national March on 
Washington in his speech at 
Gay Freedom Day in San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1978. His fight for all of 
us and his assassination have 
made him a national hero for 
Gay people. For all of us from 
San Francisco who knew and 
loved Harvey, the highlight of 
that wonderful weekend in 
D.C. came when the crowd of 
100,000 Lesbians and Gay 
men from every state in the 
Union roared as a single voice 
“Harvey, we are here! Harvey, 
we are here!”

Harvey’s dream of bringing 
tens of thousands of Lesbians 
and Gay men to Washington, 
D.C., came true on Sunday, 
October 14. But Harvey’s 
dreams always had their 
practical side. He wanted us 
there as the beginning of some¬ 
thing, not as the end. 

The question we should be 
asking after Washington is 
“Where do we go from here?” 
The Gay rights movement is 
still in its infancy. Like all 
groups of people we have 
decades of struggle ahead of us 
before we reach the day when 
we are all free — free from 
verbal and physical assault, 
free from discrimination and 
abuse, and free from the self- 
hatred and denial of self-worth 
which comes from growing up 
in a culture which tells us we 
are sick. Freedom for Gay 
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16 Gays Make 
Police Candidates 

Seven Lesbians and nine 
Gay men have been chosen as 
candidates for positions with 
the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment as a result of the Gay 
Outreach Program’s year-long 
recruitment drive. These candi¬ 
dates represent 8% of the offi¬ 
cers that will be hired between 
November 1979 and June 
1980. 

Les Morgan, coordinator of 
the program, which is com¬ 
posed entirely of volunteer 
Gays and Lesbians, told 
B.A.R. that “we’ve done much 
better than planned.” The 
original goal was to have 2% 
representation. As it now 
stands, one in five of the Gay 
applicants will be hired. As a 
whole, only one in ten appli¬ 
cants to the force are accepted. Les Morgan — inspiration and driving force behind Gay Outreach for

quotas involved in the selection 
of candidates; sexual prefer¬ 
ence is not considered as a 
deciding factor.

ferred to keep that information 
carefully concealed. “We’d like 
to see them on the job before 
they are exposed to the 
media,” he said. This is an 
effort to reduce any undue 
strain that may be placed on 
them during their training. 
Morgan promised that some of 
the candidates will “go public” 
in November. 

The Gay Outreach Program 
is now in the midst of a new 
recruitment cycle for hiring in 
1980. This program is not in 
any way connected with the 
SFPD. It is a community group 
that works to assist Gays in pre¬ 
paring their candidacy for the 
Police Department. Those 
interested in the program can 
contact Les Morgan at 775- 
1000. Individuals will be added 
to a confidential mailing list and 
kept abreast of the program as 
it progresses. 





“A police department which is representative of the residents 
of San Francisco — and are in fact residents — is the best way 
to guarantee equal treatment by the law for all groups. Recruit¬ 
ment of Gay police officers is essential to make our police de¬ 
partment representative and sensitive to the Gay community. 
A Gay police commissioner could open up the department to 
Gays, and I strongly support this move. 

“I think the most qualified, hard working, competent and 
accessible candidate should be elected, whatever their sexual 
orientation. We need a Supervisor who will represent and be 
accessible to all the people of District 5 — working people and 
poor, young and old, Gay and straight. 


Joel Ventresca’s Position Paper 
on Gay Rights 

(ED. NOTE: B.A.R. asked for and received Joel Ventresca’s — candi¬ 
date for Supervisor in District 5 — views on Gays and Gay rights.) 

“Discrimination against Gays in the workplace, physical vio¬ 
lence against Gays in the streets, and bigotry against Gays in 
our society must end. 

“Gay people should be respected and accepted. Any source 
of harassment or bigotry against Gays I will fight here and 
everywhere. I will seek legislation at the local, state, and federal 
levels of government to stop injustices Gay people experience. 

“I would seek to end discrimination against Gays at every 
level of government. I strongly support the passage of HR 2074 
— an amendment to the 1964 Civil Rights Act that would pro¬ 
hibit businesses from refusing to employ someone on the basis 
of sexual preference. I also strongly support a Gay rights plank 
for the Democratic Party’s platform that will be developed next 
summer. 

“The city ordinance prohibiting discrimination based on race, 
sex or sexual orientation in employment, housing, and public 
accommodations should be strictly enforced by the Human 
Rights Commission. Quarterly reports from the Commission to 
the Board should measure effectiveness in enforcing the law. 

“There is no justification for making criminal sexual conduct 
between adults, both consenting, carried on in private. Gov¬ 
ernment should stay out of people’s bedrooms.

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“Displacement of long-time residents because of economic 
reasons must stop. It is the essence of legislative authority to 
impose reasonable regulations upon private property rights to 
serve the larger good. I would work for legislative remedies to 
this problem. Social and economic integration in our neighbor¬ 
hoods must be preserved. Gays, straights, young and old, well- 
off and not so well-off can live together as neighbors.”

“I like Harry Britt personally and politically we have similar 
positions. But I believe I would make a better legislator because 
of my experience with the Board and my familiarity with how 
to pass legislation that people in District 5 want to see devel¬ 
oped, passed, and implemented. 

“As a freelance writer specializing in San Francisco’s political 
process, I have covered the Board of Supervisors. Every week 
for a recent IV 2 year period, I attended and carefully moni¬ 
tored all meetings, discussions, debates, and votes of the S.F. 
Board of Supervisors. I know the complete legislative record of 
the late Supervisor Harvey Milk. Over 53 meetings and 268 
hours of the Board in session, Harvey took 265 legislative 
actions that laid the groundwork for 59 pieces of legislation he 
introduced. 63% of this legislation remains dormant. Because I 
have a similar political agenda, I would seek to complete the 
legislative proposals begun by Harvey Milk but left unfinished 
by his absence. Bullets should not change the course of gov¬ 
ernment and silence a political agenda that deserves to be 
heard and represented.”

Three More Organizations 
Endorse Silver for D.A. 


Three more organizations, 
the Mexican American Political 
Association (MAPA), San 
Francisco Chapter of the Na¬ 
tional Organization for Women 
(NOW), and the San Francisco 
Feminist Democrats (FEM 
DEMS), have thrown their sup¬ 
port to Carol Ruth Silver’s cam¬ 
paign for District Attorney. 

This is the first time the local 
chapter of NOW has exercised 
their option to endorse candi¬ 
dates. Club President Mary 
Spensor said this was because, 
“until Carol Ruth Silver we had 
not found a candidate to en¬ 
dorse who supported our 
goals.”

ic Club, San Francisco Feder¬ 
ated Young Democrats, Na¬ 
tional Women’s Political Cau¬ 
cus, and the Franck R. Haven- 
ner Democratic Club.

The National Gay Rights 
Project, formed by the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union, is 
going to coordinate informa¬ 
tion exchanges among some 
40 (ACLU) attorneys who are 
working on Gay rights cases 
around the U.S. Up until now 
there has been no coordination 
of their efforts. 

The National Gay Rights 
Project is aiming to provide 
support for ACLU attorneys, 
act as the ACLU’s liaison to 
other groups working on Gay 
rights litigation, coordinate a 
national legal strategy, and 
work to influence public opin¬ 
ion and policy. 

Laurence Lyon, president of 
the ACLU’s Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s Gay Rights Chapter and 
acting director of the Gay 
Rights Project, stated, “By 
utilizing the pre-existing 
network of ACLU affiliates, we 
can build an effective lobbying, 
litigating and public education 
force. While many of the 
ACLU’s 50 state and regional 
affiliates already support active 
Gay rights chapters or commit¬ 
tees, there is no central office to 
serve them until now. In spite 
of that, the level of activity re¬ 
mained high, and with ade¬ 
quate funding, it will go even 
higher.” 

Cases from the start-up 
phase of the project range from 
military rights to child custody 
to the effect of public disclosure 
laws on contributions to Gay 
political candidates and causes. 

The project is a successor to 
the defunct ACLU Sexual 
Privacy Project, best known for 
its work on the case of former 
Air Force Sergeant Leonard 
Matlovich, who was dishonor¬ 
ably discharged for his open 
homosexuality. The Privacy 
Project closed when its funding 
expired.

pleasant for “acceptable” Gays and to get rid of the unsightly 
disreputable Gays. This is the Moderates solution: Bring in 
the police with a mission, hassle pedestrians, stop people for 
identification checks, and rid the street of the young Gays 
and the Black Gays — all of whom foul the footpath. Dan¬ 
gerous business because it lets the POA arbitrate the differ¬ 
ences in Gay life styles. And all the while no one . . . least of 
all the police . . . need do anything about the beating and 
robbing and stabbing of Gays on their way to and from the 
Castro. 

To return Britt to 4 years on his own terms would unhinge 
the Dan White solution and would be the bitterest pill for the 
man who sits in Soledad convinced he has broken the back 
of the Gay movement. To return Harry Britt would knock 
the foundation out from beneath White’s accomplishments. 
Britt elected means White fired in vain. And that he fired in 
vain MUST be demonstrated if our democratic institutions 
are to persevere. 

MAYOR: David Scott 

David Scott is the Gay candidate; he comes from a con¬ 
servative background and is the sole candidate to have 
moved to the left to bid for the liberal, progressive vote.

PRISCILLA DISPLEASES 

★ Priscilla Alexander’s analysis of Prop Q (the Lib¬ 
ertarian Party-sponsored initiative to abolish San 
Francisco’s “vice squad”), published in the October 

II issue of B A R ., is typical of the hypocrisy of the 
so-called “progressive” (i.e., left-wing) element in the 
Gay community. 

What word, other than hypocrisy, describes the 
attitude of someone who says “I am as anxious as 
; anyone to eliminate vice squads, not only in San 
Francisco but everywhere in the world” out of one 
side of her mouth — and then says “I am thinking of 
voting NO (on Prop. Q)” out the other side? 

Alexander gives her hand away, early on, when 
she says: “The issue of censorship is a difficult one 

. .” This, in a Gay newspaper which runs full-page 
ads for fuck bars, bath houses, and “models”! 

Ms. Alexander asserts that “the worst problems 
associated with prostitution occur in districts in which 
pornography has proliferated.” The fact is, the form 
that so-called “vice” activities have taken in the past 
cannot be attributed to a laissez-faire, hands-off policy 

— since such a policy has never existed. The exist¬ 
ence and character of San Francisco’s Tenderloin dis¬ 
trict is the result of s-elective law enforcement pat¬ 
terns, not permissiveness. Repression and regulation 
institutionalize the “vice ghetto” — a free market in 
“vice” will break it up. 

Ms. Alexander’s assertion that the passage of Prop. 
Q will “tie the hands of the police, while leaving the 
activities they are supposed to control a crime” is 
wrong. Recent legal decisions concerning state “solic¬ 
itation” laws leave her standing on some rather shaky 
legal ground. Yes, prostitutes do need to be legiti¬ 
mized as w-orkers — but to argue that only the repeal 
of state law can achieve that, in the legal sense at 
least, is to postpone the goal indefinitely. 

It is incredible to hear the Freitas/Feinstein/POA 
line — the line that the victory of Prop. Q will open 
the floodgates of moral corruption — coming out of 
Ms. Alexander’s mouth. Any pimp as ignorant of 
basic economies as Ms. Alexander — ignorant, that 
is, of the law of supply and demand — will deserve to 
lose both “his” women and his shirt. 

That Ms. Alexander made no mention of the fact 
that the “vice squad” has functioned primarily as an 
anti-Gay terrorist squad — beating and harassing 
Gays, closing down Gay bars and other Gay busi¬ 
nesses, and entrapping individuals engaged in volun¬ 
tary activities — is nothing less than astonishing. 

Although, on second thought, it isn’t that astonish¬ 
ing: Ms. Alexander, in the same article, also comes 
out in favor of more government regulation in the 
context of all the other initiatives on the citywide 
ballot. She’s for building-height limitations, “taxing

GREEDYLANDLORDS 

★ We deplore the attempt by wealthy landlord 
Gerald Dowd to evict the elderly residents of the 
Argyle Hotel. Some of these residents of the Argyle 
are 80 and 90 years old, many having called it home 
for half their lives. People — especially poor, elderly 
people with no place to go — must take precedence 
over private greed and profit. 

We call on the Supervisors to pass emergency leg¬ 
islation that would stop the conversion of residential 
hotels like the Argyle and Mayor Feinstein’s Carlton 
into tourist hotels. 

Of course, Prop. R does just that — it stops the 
conversion of residential hotels at the expense of their 
elderly residents. Under Prop. R a residential hotel 
room would be rent-controlled and eviction- 
controlled unless the hotel was, as of June 1, 1979, 
and still is (after November 6, 1979) operated pri¬ 
marily for transient guests staying less than 30 days. 
Even in residential hotels not primarily transient, 
those residents living there for 30 days or longer will 
be protected from unfair rent hikes and arbitrary evic¬ 
tions. This is one of the many loopholes in the current 
law that we carefully closed in drafting Prop. R. 

We must stop the inhuman cruelty that too many 
landlords are led into by their greed and overwhelm¬ 
ing desire for profit-maximization at tremendous and 
unacceptable human cost.

Burton Announces 
18 U.S. Representatives Urge 
Immigration Service to End 
Discrimination for 
Sexual Orientation 

Congressman Phillip Burton (Dem.-S.F.) last week made 
public a letter to acting commissioner Dave Crossland of the 
immigration and Naturalization Service signed by 18 
members of the House of Representatives which stated in 
part: “We feel that the discriminatory exclusion of persons 
wishing to visit or immigrate to the United States, solely on 
the basis of their sexual orientation, is an arbitrary and unjust 
basis on which to exclude persons from admission into this 
country, primarily because of its utter irrelevance to the issue 
of whether or not an alien would be a responsible American 
citizen or visitor to the United States.” 

The October 16 letter to Mr. Crossland was signed by 
Congressmen Anthony C. Bielenson, Julian C. Dixon, 
Henry A. Waxman, Ted Weiss, William M. Brodhead, John 
Conyers Jr., Robert W. Edgar, Michael E. Lowry, Robert 
Matsui, Phillip Burton, Don Edwards, Paul N. McCloskey 
Jr., George Miller, Stephen J. Solarz, Gerry E. Studds, 
William H. Gray III, Bruce F. Vento, and Vic Fazio. 

They concluded with the request that the INS act speedily 
in the matter.

COMPLETE TEXT OF CONGRESSIONAL LETTER TO INS 

Dear Mr. Commissioner: 

We are writing to urge the Immigration and Naturalization Service to act 
upon the recent recommendation of the Surgeon General of the United 
States and take expeditious administrative action to eliminate the policy of 
excluding homosexual and bisexual aliens under the Immigration and 
Nationality Act. 

We feel that the discriminatory exclusion of persons wishing to visit or 
immigrate to the United States, solely on the basis of their sexual 
orientation, is an arbitrary and unjust basis on which to exclude persons 
from admission into this country, primarily because of its utter irrelevance to 
the issue of whether or not an alien would be a responsible American citi¬ 
zen or visitor to the United States. Further, it is clear to us that the I.N.S. 
can abolish the practice of excluding homosexuals and bisexuals through 
administrative action, rather than waiting for the Congress to pass correct¬ 
ive legislation to accomplish that end. 

It has been argued, by officers of the I.N.S., that the legislative intent of 
the Immigration and Nationality Act and amendments thereto preclude 
administrative changes in this policy. We strongly dispute this contention. 

First, and most importantly, the legislative history surrounding this issue 
shows that the Congress intended to exclude homosexuals because it 
viewed homosexuality as a psychiatric disorder falling under the medical 
excludability section of the Act. It relied on the then current opinion of the 
Public Health Service that homosexuality was a mental disorder which 
could be included under the term, “psychopathic personality.” When the 
term “sexual deviant” was added to the Act with the intent of excluding 
homosexuals, Congress was again following the practice of current medical 
opinion, since the American Psychiatric Association (A.P.A.) had in the 
meantime removed homosexuality from the category of “psychopathic per¬ 
sonality” and placed it under the heading of “sexual deviation.” As you 
know, in 1973, the A.P.A. removed homosexuality from its Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual altogether. 

Second, there is ample precedent to show that the I.N.S. may make 
policy changes in light of changing facts and societal values without regard 
to court decision or legislative history. Federal courts had held in 1930 
(Lane ex. rel Cronin u. Tillinghast 38 F. 2d 231) and in 1934 (U.S. ex. rel 
Tourney u. Reimer 8 F. Supp. 91) that fornication and adultery were 
grounds for exclusion under the “moral turpitude” provision of the Immi¬ 
gration and Nationality Act. Despite the fact that there were no further court 
cases or congressional action in this matter, I.N.S. subsequently removed 
both these categories as grounds for exclusion or deportation. In those 
cases, it was presumably responding to changes in public attitudes. In the 
case of homosexuality, not only public attitudes, but professional opinions, 
have changed unequivocally, and we believe that a similar discretionary 
policy is appropriate.

Is Hallinan 
Anti-Cay? 


A growing number of Gay 
people in District 5 are becom¬ 
ing concerned about the cam¬ 
paign of attorney Terence 
Hallinan for Supervisor in that 
District. 

Although there are a host of 
candidates for Supervisor in 
District 5, it is now clear that 
the race is a contest between 
the incumbent Supervisor 
Harry Britt and Hallinan, and 
the two will probably end up in 
a December run-off. Bill 
Barnes, the city’s foremost 
political analyst, citing all major 
polls and his own political in¬ 
stincts, joined others in calling 
the District 5 race that way last 
week in a story he wrote in the 
Noe Valley Voice. 

Charges are flying in District 
5 that Hallinan is at best insen¬ 
sitive to Gay people and at 
worst is actually running an 
anti-Gay backlash campaign. 
Although Britt himself has 
made no such charge, other 
candidates such as Kevin 
Wadsworth (the Gay Republi¬ 
can) in the race) and Kay 
Pachtner have been quoted as 
openly charging that Terence 
Hallinan is running an anti-Gay 
campaign. Many Gays in Dis¬ 
trict 5 are beginning to wonder 
just who Hallinan is and what 
he stands for. I spent some 
time researching Hallinan’s 
record and his current cam¬ 
paign and uncovered some 
interesting facts: 

• During his 1977 campaign 
against Harvey Milk, Hallinan 
told the New York Times that 
Gay people are “not constitu¬ 
tionally entitled to protection 
under equal opportunity laws.” 
He did acknowledge that “they 
deserve equal rights, like left¬ 
handers and baldheaders.” 

• In the same interview 
Hallinan said that “Gay power 
is a phoney issue.” 

• Asked about the Briggs 
Initiative, Hallinan told the Noe 
Valley Voice in 1977 that he 
opposed it, but that he thought 
Gay teachers should be “dis¬ 
creet.” Milk later demanded 
that Hallinan explain why he 
was calling for Gay teachers to 
be “discreet” but that he (Halli¬ 
nan) was not calling for straight 
teachers to be likewise. . . 

• In his race against Britt, 
Hallinan is using the slogan 
“my only special interest is Dis¬ 
trict 5.” As one political observ¬ 
er put it, “Who the hell is he 
talking about as Britt’s special 
interest if not Gays?” 

• At neighborhood meetings 
Hallinan has stressed his oppo¬ 
sition to Prop. Q which would 
abolish the Vice Squad, claim¬ 
ing it would put pornographic 
book stores on 24th Street and 
in other neighborhoods; he 
raises the spectre of rampant 
sexuality and emphasizes Britt’s 
support of Prop. Q. 

• At a recent Noe Valley 
coffee Hallinan reportedly 
charged that Britt encourages 
Gay real estate speculators 
who drive minorities out of 
their houses. 

• Hallinan was quoted in the 
S.F. Examiner of November 6, 
1977, that he does not believe 
in public school instruction in 
“Gay lifestyle” (a program 
adopted by the San Francisco 
Board of Education) or in what 


he called a “Gay takeover.” 

• Terence Hallinan repeat¬ 
edly lambasts the City Hall riot 
and falsely accuses Britt of 
inciting it. The hypocrisy is 
compounded by the fact that 
Hallinan himself was arrested 


in the 1968 San Francisco 
State riots for inciting to riot 
and assaulting a police officer. 

Apparently the Hallinan 
campaign is betting that there is 
a considerable homophobic 
vote in the 5th District, from 
conservative family-oriented 
people who resent the influx of 
Gays and increasing Gay politi¬ 
cal power. Much of the attempt 
to appeal to this backlash is 
subtle. Hallinan speaks of 
“uniting” District 5 and attacks 
Harry Britt for only speaking 
for one segment. His latest 
campaign literature features a 
picture of him as a boxer and 
spends a lot of time talking 
about families. (A similar 
strategy was used by a Golden 
Gate Champ, Dan White, in 


his campaign literature, featur¬ 
ing himself as a prize fighter as 
well.) 

At the same time, Hallinan is 
trying to woo the district’s huge 
Gay vote, sometimes rather 
amusingly. Apparently un¬ 
aware of his reputation, Halli¬ 
nan has aligned himself with a 
highly disliked and disreputable 
“Reverend” who, among other 
things, instigated the police 
attempt to shut down Gay 
clubs under the so-called Red 
Light Abatement Act. 

Less amusing is Hallinan’s 
claim that the late Harvey Milk 
wanted him to be Harvey’s 
campaign chair in his planned 
re-election bid this year. Dick 
Pabich, Milk’s City Hall aide, 
who is now working to elect 
Britt, is infuriated by the claim. 
“Harvey asked all the people 
who ran against him in 1977 to 
be co-chairs of his campaign 
this year. It was merely a unify¬ 
ing gesture.” 

The Hallinan campaign 
seems to be concentrating their 
fire on the Britt people and 
have apparently decided to ig¬ 
nore the other candidates. 
Whatever the outcome of the 
election in District 5, it will be 
seen by many as a crucial test 
of the Gay community’s ability 
to hold on to its political 
strength or Gay people’s ability 
to unite in the face of a cam¬ 
paign like Hallinan’s — one 
that even one of the other 
straight candidates has been 
quoted in a recent Sentinel as 
being a “thinly veiled anti-Gay 


campaign.

More Gay Cops 
To Be Hired 


A new recruitment drive for 
1980 police hiring will get 
underway soon according to 
Les Morgan, the Coordinator 
of the volunteer Gay Outreach 
Program. Gay Outreach’s 
previous hiring drive has just 
come to a successful conclu¬ 
sion, and a number of Lesbians 
and Gay men should become 
San Francisco police officers 
over the next eight months as 
the current eligibility list is used 
up. 

New applications for the 
force may be available as soon 
as November, and Gays are 
urged to apply. Lesbians and 
Gay men do not receive any 
special processing and there is 
no quota system. Applicants 
are never asked to disclose 
their sexual orientation. 
Informational workshops and 
training seminars are available 
to Lesbians and Gay men 
through the Gay Outreach Pro¬ 
gram, however, which main¬ 
tains its own confidential mail¬ 
ing list. A Lesbian support 
group has also formed. Legal 
and medical consultants are 
available to answer special 
questions about filing and eligi¬ 
bility requirements.

DeANDRADE MOVES 
INTO TENDERLOIN 


Last week Philip DeAndrade, the Gay candidate for Super¬ 
visor in District 7, announced at a press conference in the lobby 
of the Warfield Hotel at Turk and Taylor (San Francisco’s 
Tenderloin) that for the past two weeks he has been living in a 
$35-a-week room in this residence hotel. 


DeAndrade, who owns Goat 
Hill Pizza on Potrero Hill, de¬ 
clared that his reason for mov¬ 
ing into the Tenderloin was to 
dramatize the fact that the Ten¬ 
derloin is a real but forgotten 
part of this district. Most people 
think of District 7 in terms of 
Potrero Hill or Bayview- 
Hunter’s Point, forgetting that 
the Tenderloin and the South 
of Market are the home for 
many long-time San Francisco 
residents. 

DeAndrade pointed to some 
areas of concern that need 
public recognition and the 
attention of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and city government. 
He said: 

“There is growing concern 
over the decrease of available 
low-cost housing — in light of 
evictions of seniors, 
remodeling, and the gradual 
move of the tourist industry 
into the area. A new Holiday 
Inn is planned. Many buildings 
stand vacant waiting for the 
day when they can earn a high 
tourist income. 

“Many senior citizens are sat¬ 
isfied with the living environ¬ 
ment in the hotels (many HUD 
subsidized,” continued De 
Andrade, “but they are upset 
about the unsafe and degrad¬ 
ing conditions once they walk 
out the front door: the loiter¬ 
ing and public drunkenness — 
people with no place to go, 
nothing to do. This is a prob¬ 
lem that has grown greatly 
since the start of the Yerba 
Buena project. 


“Many Tenderloin residents 
are families with children (new 
arrivals in San Francisco and 
refugees). This area is especial¬ 
ly unsuited for children because 
of the rough street life and the 
lack of parks and recreation 
centers. 

“Much of the u,..* about the 
low cost of the Tenderloin is a 
myth. In this particular hotel a 
$35-a-week room means no 
bath, no toilet, no cooking 
facilities, driving the cost of liv¬ 
ing beyond $350-400 a month. 
It would be cheaper to live in 
many other parts of town.” 

DeAndrade said he will stay 
in the area until late October, 
spending the last week at a 
senior citizens residence. He 
hopes to bridge the distance 
between the Tenderloin and his 
Potrero Hill home base — 
more than the three geographi¬ 
cal miles that separate them. 

DeAndrade, a .newcomer to 
the political arena, has been 
steadily gaining strength in the 
racially mixed and economical¬ 
ly divergent district. He is chal¬ 
lenging incumbent Bob 
Gonzales, who only squeaked 
into office in 1977. DeAndrade 
believes that as in District 5 
there will be a run-off between 
the Gay candidate and a non- 
Gay candidate in District 7. He 
told the B.A.R. that the three 
Black aspirants from the 
Hunter’s Point/Bayview neigh¬ 
borhoods will cancel each other 
out.

The Candidates

MAYOR 

I first met David Scott when 
he was hoping to be appointed 
to the seat in District 5, during 
that long nightmare of a year 
ago. I asked all the candidates 
what they would do. to ratify 
the E.R.A., and only David 
Scott specifically mentioned 
the tactic I had in mind, the 
boycott of unratified states. 
Since that time I have been 
consistently impressed with his 
wide-ranging and specific 
knowledge about issues that 
are important to me. I have 
also been impressed with his 
ability to come up with innova¬ 
tive solutions to problems — 
such as the granting of zoning 
variances to homeowners who 
wanted to build income- 
producing apartments if they 
would make those apartments 
wheelchair accessible — and 
his ability to admit he was 
wrong, and to change — as 
demonstrated by his earlier 
vote against Prop. U and his 
present support and campaign¬ 
ing for Prop. R. 

I am impressed with David 
Scott’s enthusiasm, and the 
sense he gives that he will grow 
with the times, coming up with 
new ways to meet the problems 
we will face as this country 
careens into economic crisis. 
And wouldn’t it be fun to have 
a Gay mayor? 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
and SHERIFF 

The present system of jus¬ 
tice, if that is what you can call 
it, is a disaster. Juveniles who 
spend any time in the places 
that are supposed to rehabili¬ 
tate them, come out more con¬ 
firmed in their criminal be- 
^ havior. The recidivism rate for 
^adults is frightening, and this 
country has the highest incar¬ 
ceration rate in the western, 
technological world, just as it 
has the highest violent crime 
rate. Many people who work in 
prison reform believe that the 
second statistic is a result of the 
first, just as it is children who 
have been battered and abused 
who are likely to grow up to 
batter and abuse other people. 

It is important, then, to have 
humanitarians working in the 
criminal justice system. That is 
why I support the recruitment 
of women, minorities, and Les¬ 
bians and Gay men into the 
police and sheriff’s depart¬ 
ments. 

And that is why I am sup¬ 
porting Carol Ruth Silver for 
District Attorney, and Michael 
Hennessey for Sheriff. I believe 
both of them are committed to 
changing the criminal justice 
system so that more of the 
people who are processed 
through that system will be able 
to change their lives. 

Silver has a long history of 
working for change, from the 
time she worked in the civil 
rights movement in the South, 
to her present involvement in 
the feminist and Gay move¬ 
ments. Her forthright stand in 
favor of decriminalizing prosti¬ 
tution the last time she ran for 
District Attorney was a factor in 
my later decision to become 
active in that fight. 

The real crimes in this society 
are rape, assault, and death — 
the violent crimes that keep us 
afraid to walk alone down a 
street. The real crimes are 


those that are committed with 
families, the domestic violence 
that terrorizes so many women, 
and so many children who 
grow up to continue the cycle. 

The real crimes are also 
property crimes, such as bur¬ 
glaries, robberies, fraud, bad 
checks, and shoplifting. 
Insurance to cover such losses 
is prohibitive to most of us, and 
so even small-value losses are 
devastating. 

Silver wants to end the cur¬ 
rent system of inconsistent plea 
bargaining, a system which 
allows people entering the 
criminal justice to play a game 
of roulette with the options of 
trial and incarceration, a guilty 
plea with a substanceless pro¬ 
bation, or dropped charges. 
She has proposed, for exam¬ 
ple, that restitution be a re¬ 
quirement of any probation, a 
new concept that is already 
being used elsewhere with 
some success. The person who 
commits a crime accepts re¬ 
sponsibility for that crime by 
repaying or repairing the loss. 

Carol Ruth has also pro¬ 
posed that the business com¬ 
munity become involved in 
dealing with the enormous 
problem of child abuse. It is a 
fascinating prospect. Most of 
the people who spend any time 
in jail were abused as children. 
Our society failed them then, 
and only creative approaches 
to healing those abused child¬ 
ren will change the prognosis 
for their adult lives. 

The way our jails deal with 
them when they get into 
trouble as adults continues the 
failure they felt as children. 
Michael Hennessey learned 
about the jails from the man 
who tried to change them, the 
man who brought many vision¬ 
ary people into the jails to try to 
bring rehabilitation, or change, 
instead of endless, grinding 
punishment. 

Hennessey wrote the initial 
legislation to enable the Sher¬ 
iffs Department to operate a 
tiny women’s work furlough 
program under Hongisto. This 
program, and the men’s pro¬ 
gram that had already been in 
operation for 13 years, allows 
prisoners who meet certain cri¬ 
teria to live in a supervised 
facility at night, but go out to 
work or to school during the 
day. The women’s program 
was closed this year, when the 
incumbent sheriff decided to 
close it rather than repair the 
violations that were cited by the 
Fire Department. Thus, while 
the men’s work furlough con¬ 
tinues to operate in a separate 
facility outside of the jail, 
women who are in jail at the 
present time, who are there 
mostly for prostitution, shoplift¬ 
ing, or petty theft, are denied 
the help to which they are en¬ 
titled to find other, more 
acceptable ways to pay the 
rent. 

Hennessey would develop 
better classification systems to 
prevent sexual assault in the 
men’s jails, to make sure sui¬ 
cidal inmates are carefully 
watched, to give alcoholics the 
attention they need, to protect 
prisoners when they need to be 
protected. 

A humanitarian and con¬ 
cerned District Attorney, 
backed up by a humanitarian 



and concerned Sheriff, could 
begin to make some of the 
long-needed changes in the 
way people in trouble are 
treated in this city. 


DISTRICT 5 

Some say this is the most 
hotly contested race in this city, 
and that the world is watching 
with bated breath. I am not so 
sure, in my travels around the 
country this year, I have not 


found that Lesbians and Gay 
men are particularly concerned 
about this race. I think we have 
proved not only that a Gay per¬ 
son can be elected to office, we 
have also shown that Lesbians 
and Gay men can serve on 
boards and commissions to

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solve the real problems in this 
city. 

That does not mean that it is 
not important to elect more 
Lesbians and Gay men to 
represent us. It is also impor¬ 
tant to have women, Blacks, 
Latinos, Asians, the disabled, 
and other minorities in office. 
Not all of the people in any of 
those categories are automat¬ 
ically the best able to represent 
their own constituencies, how¬ 
ever, much less the broad vari¬ 
ety of people who live in most 
of the districts of San 
Francisco. 

Kay Pachtner is a feminist 
who has suffered much con¬ 
demnation of one kind or an¬ 
other for her unconventional 
lifestyle choices. She has also 
been a fighter for progressive 
causes since she became in¬ 
volved in the strike at San 
Francisco State. She founded 
Consumer Action, through 
which she developed ways to 
gain control over the corpora¬ 
tions that try to mystify and de¬ 
feat us over and over again. 
She has long been a fighter in 
the movement to control hous¬ 
ing costs, including the fight to 
control speculation which, after 
all, is a major factor in escalat¬ 
ing rents. What is very impor¬ 
tant, I think, is Kay’s long 
history of working closely with 
all kinds of people, including 
not only Lesbians and Gay 
men, but heterosexuals, 
intellectuals, union organizers, 
small business people, young 
people and old people. 

DISTRICT 7 

Another long-time fighter for 
progressive causes is Enola 
Maxwell, who is the oldest 
fighter running in this election 
campaign, and I think we need 
her on the Board. She is out¬ 
spoken in her uncompromising 
defense of women’s rights, 
Black people’s rights, Gay 
people’s rights, and the need to 
change society. District 7 is one 
of the strangest of the city, with 


the devastating poverty of 
Hunter’s Point, the despair of 
the crumbling hotels facing 
destruction in the Tenderloin, 
the strange, seemingly 
deserted south of Market, and 
the middle to upper-middle 
class Potrero Hill. Enola, fight¬ 
ing for more choices for 
people, will be a wonderful 
representative for all those 
interests. And she would keep 
the Board thinking of people, 
not corporations.

The only possible way to 
vote in District 9 is for Nancy 
Walker, a progressive feminist 
who cried with me when 
Harvey was shot, and who 
stood with me, in shock, the 
night Dan White won his sym¬ 
pathy verdict. I have worked 
with Nancy for three years 
now, on the Women’s, then 
Community Advisory Council 
to Police Chief Gain, on the 
Women’s Caucus of the Com¬ 
munity Congress, with the Wo¬ 
men’s Group of the Pretrial 
Diversion Project, helping 
prostitutes gain control of their 
lives, on the Women’s Com¬ 
munity Development Project, 
on the Jail Overcrowding 
Committee, where she invited 
me to speak not only about 
prostitutes, but about the 
problems of sexual assault in 
the jails. 

Nancy has been working to 
improve the workings of the 
criminal justice system, not 
only for the new offender, but 
for the victims of violent crime. 
She has been working to 
develop comprehenisve pro¬ 
grams for health care delivery 
in the West Bay.

Refused Entry 
Into U.S.

On August 26 Robert 
McConnell was refused entry 
into the U.S. because he is a 
homosexual. The incident took 
place a tthe Pacific Highway 
Crossing in Blaine, Washing¬ 
ton. 

While on a Greyhound bus 
with other travelers, a U.S. 
immigration officer asked 
McConnell if he was a homo¬ 
sexual. 

McConnell replied, “Yes. I 
am. Does it make any differ¬ 
ence?” 

The officer answered, “Yes. 
It does.” 

McConnell immediately put 
in a complaint to the supervisor 
and reminded him of the 
recently changed American 
policy that allows Gays into the 
United States. To that the 
supervisor responded, “That 
case is in the courts; and while 
it is in the courts, we are going 
to enforce our authority in this 
area.” 

The supervisor then pro¬ 
ceeded to show McConnell a 
list of persons prohibited into 
the U.S. which included the 
category of “homosexual.” The 
supervisor also recorded 
McConnell’s identification. 

Keith Stuart, a fellow traveler 
and friend to McConnell was 
told by the customs officer, 
“Since you’re an American, I 
can’t stop you.”

Hasn’t Fallen* • •

I’ll be the first to confess: I 
don’t study the ballot proposi¬ 
tions — much less read the fine 
print of confusion. I respond to 
them emotionally, viscerally. 

So too, 1 sense that those 
hastily assembled cadres — the 
“San Franciscans for Improved 
Life,” “Citizens for Responsible 
Neighborhoods” and all the 
rest — aren’t what they’re 
cracked up to be. Hidden be¬ 
neath their aphoristic titles be 
sinister vested interests — or 
that’s how I read it. In fact, I 
suspect some of the smoothest 
sounding are rented contrac¬ 
tors boasting a stable of hired 
voices and fingers. 

Reading the literature is to 
experience bombast bursting in 
air or to follow a less-talented 
Edgar Allen Poe horror story. 
Loaded language is bandied 
about like the birds in badmin¬ 
ton. The phrase “Rent 
Control” like “socialized medi¬ 
cine” is a fright wig. 

Opponents to progress (?) 
use fear of the unknown and 
fear of fearful consequences as 
their major weaponry. And so 
we hear “Gays will suffer” 
(that’s a new one — particular¬ 
ly as it’s coming from the 
downtown interests). “Business 
will move to Seattle.” “Do you 
want San Francisco to be an¬ 


other L.A.?” (saw that one on 
a Market Street billboard last 
week and have yet to figure out 
how it applies to a particular 
proposition. Had they written 
“Do you want San Francisco to 
become another Venice?” it 
would have been easier. For 
me Los Angeles is not a place; 
it’s a state of mind. Hence that 
slogan gave me problems.) 

Proponents pump up and 
pump out the lines that things 
will be better, be fairer, or be 
cheaper — light-years better 
than the status quo which set 
off the signature-gatherers in 
the first place. 

★ ★ ★ 

“Rent Control” vs. “Afford¬ 
able Housing.” I see men’s 
shoes now costing $84 in stores 
they used to go for at $25. A 
shirt is now $28 when a few 
years ago they could be bought 
for $14. A friend is paying 
$600 a month for a 1-bedroom 
apartment in the Mission. It’s 
far from luxury; the building 
has changed hands several 
times in the past few years. The 
mortgage payments demand 
that kind of rent. 

I know I can’t do much about 
Regal shoes or Arrow shirts, 
but I can strike back at specu¬ 
lators and rent gougers — who 
do exist because many of them 


are my friends and I hear them 
talk. If any machinery — 
cumbersome as it may well be 
— can cap this price gush I’m 
for it, and happily. 

“Anti-Highrise” vs. “Sensible 
Growth.” I drive through the 
deserted nighttime canyons of 
Downtown San Francisco. No 
one lives there, yet the giants 
are heavily guarded and sinis- 
terly secured. With dawn they 
become the deadly camp¬ 
grounds for aliens. Another 
night and the people BART 
away and the lights burn on. 

A building contractor’s for¬ 
mula is to construct the most 
for the least and to give the 
least and get the most (a not 
unusual business formula, yet 
herein lies the age-old feud be¬ 
tween architect and builder). 
The Embarcadero Freeway is a 
primary example of the differ¬ 
ent thinking; Lake Tahoe is an¬ 
other. This time around San 
Franciscans are hollering 
louder that they want some¬ 
thing to say about what down¬ 
town looks like. They have no 
Bay to cityscape the view. 

The return to the cities in the 
last two decades (spearheaded 
largely by Gays) is part of a 
renaissance to make a beautiful 
city as well as a dynamic city. 
Reining in the giant builders in 
San Francisco will not stop 
construction, nor will the BofA 
rush out of town to pyramid 
Sparks, Nevada. 

I doubt whether “little 
people” will be hurt because we 
are demanding more control of 
what will be built in this city. If 
the measure will bring a few 
more inviting parks and plazas 
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to the city, if dwellers are 
brought into the new buildings, 
if our beanstalk skyline were 
shaved back — I will be for 
those things. The “sensible 
growth” people will quickly 
rejoin “These things will never 
happen.” That’s possible, but I 
know equally that they would 
never happen without the 
proposition, without the prod. 

I don’t think it’s “unsensible” 
to want a more beautiful, more 
livable city. If it is, then I will be 
irrationally casting a vote of 
futility. And yet I’ve done that 
more than once — and the sky 
didn’t fall in. 

Madly then I will vote against 
another mark of urban blight — 
the steel and concrete inching 
up the sky. Don Quixote-like 
perhaps, but I will do it gladly. 

That’s one of the joys of 
being Gay . . . perverse, heart 
over head, beauty obsessed, 
love for the underdog, and not 
paying all that attention to 
“those who know best.” I will 
never trust those with the multi- 


millions — who -will line the 
streets with gold to tell me what 
is best for me. 

I ask myself this — of all the 
money quickly assembled to 
defeat the high-rise initiative — 
where did it come from? Herb 
Caen tells us Texas. I as well 
suspect Canada and West 
Germany. 

Was a dime ever donated by 
ANY of these corporate mega¬ 
giants to a Gay charity, a Gay 
campaign, a Gay event? 

The Adolph Coors Com¬ 
pany does today. Why? Be¬ 
cause Gays all over the nation 
hit them in their purse. They 
stopped drinking the beer and 
profits plunged. Coors has 
been increasingly generous in 
its efforts to woo back Gay 
drinkers. We can do the same 
with the international cartels 
that build the skyscrapers larger 
and LARGER and LARGER 
as their profits grow larger and 
LARGER and LARGER.

There is nothing quite as un¬ 
pleasant as getting a call at 
1:30 in the morning from a 
person, in shock, calling from a 
phone in the Mission who has 
just been beaten half to death 
because he or she is Gay. The 
first two or three calls were 
maddening. But now, after 
talking to an average of 15 
people a week who are assault¬ 
ed, beaten, or robbed because 
they are Gay or identified as 
Gay, the rage I once felt is 
numbed. 

“You faggots should expect 
this kind of thing,” a Gay man 
who had been badly beaten 
was told by the police. The 
more I think about it the more I 
think that the cop was right. 
We, as faggots, as dykes, as 
homos, and as perverts should 
expect beatings, assaults, rob¬ 
beries and murders. As long as 
we are unwilling to stand up for 
our rights, to come out of the 
closet, once and for all, to our 
co-workers, landlords, rela¬ 
tives, parents, and lovers; we 
should expect to continue to 
be beaten, killed and burned at 
the stake or forced into the 
ovens. 

Lesbians and Gay men have 
been terrorized and harassed 
since the beginning of time. 
The few who were verbal about 


their way of life died without 
having ever spoken the word 
“Freedom.” 

“San Francisco is Gay and 
proud.” We can walk down 
Polk or Castro Streets arm in 
arm, loving each other. “WE 
ARE FREE.” Freedom cannot 
exist in the presence of retali¬ 
ation or fear. We cannot call 
ourselves free if we are still easy 
prey for hostile street gangs or 
beligerent police officers and 
toxic public officials. The past 
has proven time and time again 
that our voices cannot be heard 
from inside a muffled closet. 
We have far too many martyrs 
in our history. 

Community United Against 
Violence is an outgrowth of our 
need, as Gays, for an environ¬ 
ment, a community in which 
we are able to walk the streets 
without fear, to work and live 
openly as Lesbians and Gay 
men without the thought of 
discrimination.

ADA ENDORSES 
GAY RIGHTS LEGISLATION 


Washington, D.C. 

Americans for Democratic 
Action (ADA), one of the na¬ 
tion’s largest liberal political/ 
lobby groups, has called on the 
U.S. Senate to support legisla¬ 
tion to prohibit discrimination 
in employment based on sexu¬ 
al orientation. 

Such legislation will be intro¬ 
duced soon by Senator Paul 
Tsongas (D-Mass.). 

ADA President Patsy T. 
Mink, in a letter to members of 
the Senate, said, “The princi¬ 
ple that employment should 
not be based on irrelevant cri¬ 
teria such as race, creed, color, 
etc., but rather on ability to do 
the job is well established. The 


inclusion of ‘sexual orientation’ 
is a logical extension of this 
principle. 

“ADA strongly supports 
Senator Tsongas’ efforts in this 
area and urges your co¬ 
sponsorship of the proposed 
fair employment legislation,” 
Mink said. 

Leon Shull, ADA’s National 
Director, said that “ADA has 
consistently striven for the 
guarantee of civil liberties for all 
groups of American citizens. 
The right to employment based 
on ability is basic to freedom. It 
must be awarded to all Ameri¬ 
can citizens.”

News From The Church 

(REPORTED BY A CONFIRMED ATHEIST)

The Women’s Division of the 
United Methodist Board of 
Global Ministries in Philadel¬ 
phia accepted a report from an 
eight-member task force on 
human sexuality. 

The task force report on 
human sexuality states, among 
other things, that “nowhere in 
the church’s consideration of 
human sexuality is there more 
confusion, embarrassment and 
even self-hatred evident than in 
the currently dominant discus¬ 
sions about homosexuality. It is 
not simply a matter of 

not simply a matter of differ¬ 
ence of opinion among church 
members or between clerty and 
laity. Homophobia, the fear of 
homosexuality in oneself or an¬ 
other, is one of the sexual fears 
which must be faced.” 

The report addressed a set of 
questions to the church con¬ 
cerning its mission and ministry 
as well as its inclusiveness. 
According to Martha King, 
chairperson for the task force, 
the questions are intended to 
make the document useful for 
study in the churches. 

In a vote taken the division 


called for deletion from the 
Book of Discipline (church law) 
of Par. 906.13 which makes 
the General Council on Fi¬ 
nance and Administration 
responsible for seeing that no 
board, agency, committee, 
commission or council “shall 
give United Methodist funds to 
any ‘Gay’ caucus or group, or 
use such funds to promote the 
acceptance of homosexuality.” 
The results of the vote were 39 
yes, 26 no, 2 abstentions. 

Saying there would not be 
enough time, the division re¬ 
fused to devote a plenary ses¬ 
sion at its meeting next March 
to a discussion of “the larger 
issues of human sexuality and 
homophobia.” 

The section on Christian 
Social Relations served notice 
that it plans to invite represent¬ 
atives of Affirmation — United 
Methodists for Gay and Lesbi¬ 
an Concerns and consultants to 
make a major presentation to 
the section at the March meet¬ 
ing so that it can hear “the pain 
and problems faced by Chris¬ 
tian Lesbians and Gay men 
and their families and face the 
greater issues of human sexu¬ 
ality and homophobia.”

Matt Coles, a partner in the

This March on 
Washington, this demonstra¬ 
tion of concern will, in my judg¬ 
ment, presage executive and 
legislative action to end repres¬ 
sion of Lesbian and Gay 
persons.” 

British Gays 
Retaliate 

“Poofter Terrorism” is on the 
rise in Manchester, England, in 
response to discrimination 
against Gays by local pubs in 
that city. According to a report 
in Boston’s Gay Community 
News, two pubs have had their 
windows broken by pink 
painted bricks wrapped in pro¬ 
test leaflets. 

An anonymous call to

IN SANTA CLARA COUNTY 

GAYS ORGANIZE TO HOLD GAINS 


Last August two Sexual Pref¬ 
erence Civil Rights bills were 
passed, one by the Santa Clara 
County Board of Supervisors 
and one by the San Jose City 
Council. The Santa Clara ordi¬ 
nance covers the unincorpo¬ 
rated areas of the county and 
was passed by 4 to 1. It is seen 
as a model ordinance for even¬ 
tual adoption by all 16 munici¬ 
palities in Santa Clara County. 
San Jose then followed, by a 
vote of 6 to 1, with a sexual 
preference civil rights ordi¬ 
nance. The passages of these 
two bills were vigorously 
opposed by a small vocal group 
of fundamentalist Christians 
and Mormons. It is a group 
which believes that God sends 
messages to legislative bodies 
by the means of earthquakes. 

Early in September the Fun¬ 
damentalists and Mormons 
submitted two separate peti¬ 
tions suspending both the 
Santa Clara County ordinance 
and the San Jose city ordi¬ 
nance. The petitions were cir¬ 
culated by the Committee of 
Concerned Citizens Against the 
Sexual Orientation Ordi¬ 
nances. The chair of the Con¬ 
cerned Citizens is Rick Harring¬ 
ton, a Mormon, who single- 
handedly waged a campaign 
against Mayor Hayes of San 


Jose because of her sympa¬ 
thetic stand for Gays, spending 
$6,000, as executive director 
of The Family Political Action 
Committee. Further, he vio¬ 
lated campaign reporting 
requirements and was fined 
$680. Another major force be¬ 
hind the Santa Clara anti-Gay 
movement is the Los Gatos 
Christian Church. The anti- 
Gay drive has also obtained 
considerable Republican sup¬ 
port. The Republicans have 
tried to avoid appearing to be 
anti-Gay by the thin disguise of 
being against government 
regulation. 

In response to this campaign 
of anti-Gay hate, the Gays of 
Santa Clara have revived the 
Santa Clara Valley Coalition 
for Human Rights, which is 
registered in accordance with 
state election laws and has a 
political identification number. 
The steering committee of the 
Community Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee Coalition for Human Rights 
has voted unanimously to be¬ 
come a part of the Santa Clara 
Valley Coalition for Human 
Rights (SCVCHR). The 
SCVCHR has elected an Exec¬ 
utive Committee of nine of the 
following individuals:

ed, the two legislative bodies 
then were required to either re¬ 
peal the ordinances or place 
them on the ballot. Last week, 
the two legislative bodies 
placed the initiatives on the 
June 3, 1980, California 
primary ballot. So th? referen¬ 
dum is now officially under¬ 
way. 

The SCVCHR is now under¬ 
taking a campaign which will be 
long and hard. Santa Clara 
County defeated Proposition 
6 (the Briggs initiative) by 61% 
to 31% last year, but whether 
this will mean a definite major¬ 
ity vote for the Sexual Prefer¬ 
ence Civil Rights ordinance is 
not known. 

The outcome of the referen- 
dums is expected to have a tre¬ 
mendous impact both locally, 
statewide, and nationally. It will 
determine the climate Gays will 
live in for years to come. Some 
of the major effects will be as 
follows, 

• The referendum will be 
held just before the major presi¬ 
dential conventions of both 
major political parties. They 
will be very sensitive to the out¬ 
come of the referendum. 

• Politicians and political 
observers across the country 
will be watching the Santa 
f^ra/San Jose referendum as 


a test of strength between the 
New Right and the Gay Libera¬ 
tion Movement. Additionally, 
they will be watching to see if 
recent Gay victories in Seattle 
and California are reversals of 
the trend of Gay election de¬ 
feats or simply a fluke. 

• Counties adjacent to Santa 
Clara have made inquiries 
about having Sexual Prefer¬ 
ence ordinances but are now 
waiting to see the outcome of 
the upcoming referendum. 

• A successful referendum 
effort on the part of the anti- 
Gays will encourage similar 
efforts elsewhere, in particular 
the Los Angeles ordinance 
might become vulnerable. 

• The progress of a Califor¬ 
nia Sexual Preference Civil 
Rights ordinance will depend 
almost entirely on this refer¬ 
endum. 

The SCVCHR is in urgent 
need of funds to carry out its 
campaign. The anti-Gays’ 
forces are well-organized and 
mounting their Holy War with a 
strong financial base. The 
SCVCHR needs donations to 
counter this attack on the Gay 
community.

Gays Face Costly Campaign

Santa Clara County, which 
includes the city of San Jose, 
the site for the next referendum 
battle to repeal a newly inacted 
anti-discrimination ordinance 
passed by the County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Santa Clara County with a 
population of over 1.2 million 
is the home of many powerful 
Fundamentalist Christians and 
affluent Mormons. Gays and 
their supporters hope to raise 
over $400,000 to combat the 
well financed opposition. 

The recently passed — 
though bitterly contested — 
housing and access to 
government services. It is 
inforceable in the unincorporat¬ 
ed areas of the county, but is 
expected to be used as a model 
for the 14 cities in the county. 

The County Board of 
Supervisors held four open 
sessions where they took 
testimony from the public, both 
pro and con. Much of the 
opposition was mounted by 
Fundamentalist Christians and 
Mormons. Over 25 hours of 
testimony was given. Much of 
the testimony was on a very 
emotional level. With the foes 
of the ordinance claiming at 
times that there was no dis¬ 
crimination and the ordinance 

crimination and then claiming 
that they have the right to 
discriminate and indeed would 
do so. The foes of the ordinace 
based most of their arguements 
on the immorality of homo¬ 
sexuality, with the Scriptures 
quoted frequently. It was 
charged that Santa Clara 
County would turn into 
another San Francisco, which 
is 50 miles to the north. 

During the final hearing on 
the ordinance more than 800 
religious protesters packed the 


council chambers. A few 
minutes after the hearing began 
the San Jose area rocked by a 
5.9 earthquake. The protesters 
in the audience went wild with 
thunderous applause, with 
some lifting their arms and 
yelling, “Praise the Lord”. The 
earthquake was seen as a sign 
from God that God does not 
approve of the ordinance. 
Despite this the Supervisors 
voted 4-1 in favor of the 
ordinance. 

Within days Fundamentalist 
Christians began a petition 
drive to place the ordinance on 
the ballot. At least 37,500 
signatures were needed to 
qualify. Rick Harrington, a 
Mormon, organized the effort 
to collect the necessary sig¬ 
natures. Despite boasting that 
they would collect 100,000 
signatures in the first weekend, 
it took them the full 30 days 
they were allowed to collect 
57,00 signatures. It has been 
charged that much disception 
was used in gathering these 
signatures. The petitioners 
claimed it gave “special 
privilages” to homosexuals. It 
was announced by the county 
registar of voters on, Sept. 19, 
that from a 5% sampling at 
least 49,000 were valid and 
that the ordinance will be 
placed before county voters. 

Soon after winning approval 
from the county Board of 
Supervisors, the same 
ordinance was introduced 
before the San Jose City 
Council. This ordinance would 
cover all of the 640,000 people 
living in the city of San Jose. 
The City Council limited the 
testimony to a total of three 
hours spread over two council 
sessions. The hearings were 
milder in tone than those in the 
county sessions. The City 
Council voted 6-1 in favor of 
the ordinance and was 
scheduled to become law

within 30 days. 

Opponents of the city 
ordinance began circulating 
petitions to place this ordinance 
before the voters of San Jose. 
On Sept. 27, it was announced 
by the Register of Voters office 
that the petitioners had 
gathered 28,000 signatures. 
Residences of San Jose will be 
voting on both the county 
ordinance and the city 
ordinance in the June 1980, 
elections. 

In response to this threat, the 
Community Ad Hoc 
Committee for Human Rights 
was formed to fight both 
referendums. This committee is 
a broad based coalition of civic 
leaders^ labor leaders, 
representatives from the 
religious community, and grass 
roots people.

CLO 
take note: this far surpasses 
some of the tacky productions 
you import from Broadway. 

There are some inherent 
problems in casting an all-male 
DOLLY, mostly along vocal 
lines. Jerry Herman’s score 
calls for some top notes that ate 
physiologically all but impossi¬ 
ble for a man to reach. Some 
careful interpolations — espe¬ 
cially by Gary Green as Irene 
Molloy — managed to mini¬ 
mize the problem. Visually, 
however, the drags were so 
well done that an uninformed 
onlooker might not have real¬ 
ized that those ladies were no 
ladies. 

Michelle handles the title role 
with assurance and panache. 


His deep voice may run into 
trouble on a few of the vocals, 
but it is marvelously effective 
for delivering Ms. Levi’s deli¬ 
cious dialogue. This was a full 
characterization with some 
brilliant comic moments. The 
supporting cast was also fine, 
my favorite being Lynwood 
Miller as the spirited Cornelius 
Hackl. 

A tremendous effort by the 
Gay community and its friends 
went into this all-male DOLLY 
and the results are well worth 
seeing. Performances are 
scheduled this and next week, 
Thursdays through Sundays, at 
8:30 with a special 1:30 
matinee on November 4.

nato, an underworld figure said 
to have been the lover of gang¬ 
ster Mickey Cohen as well. If 
Turner seems to be adored by 
Gays, it is no accident. She 
seems to have always sur¬ 
rounded herself with Gay or bi¬ 
sexual men (Stompanato and 
Power amongst others). 

When she made her appear¬ 
ance at a tribute in New York in 
April, 1975, the San Francisco 
Chronicle proclaimed in a front 
page headline: “Gay Throngs 
Cheer The Actress.” 

Her appeal to Gays is not 
elusive. She has the elusive 
mix of a Harlow who came 
across as a hardened blonde of 
the world and a soft, innocence 
of Marilyn Monroe. She has 
always had a glamorous image 
and a tempestuous, stormy 
^nd tragic private life (her 


daughter killed lover Stompa¬ 
nato). She was exploited just 
like her close friend Judy Gar¬ 
land and she survived.

WE KNOW SMALL COMPUTERS 


Like the American railroad 
system it rhapsodizes, ON THE 
TWENTIETH CENTURY is 
rolling on stock that has passed 
its prime. “Streamline” and 
“airflow” were aerodynamic 
concepts applied in the design 
fashion of the 30’s. The idea 
was to overcome friction and 
drag. The current restaging of 
the Broadway hit is a study of 
excess baggage. 

The original crack luxury 
train between New York and 
Chicago, the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury Limited, was one of the 
most celebrated examples of 
advanced engineering and 
physics. Its theatrical grand¬ 
child, the current Civic Light 
Opera offering at the 
Orpheum, does not fare as 
well. Ballast wins out over 
chrome and neon sets (which, 
large, versatile, and numerous 
so dominate the production, 
they detract). 

What’s worse is that what 
was once clicketv-clack dia¬ 


logue has degenerated into 
wooden protestations and limp 
jokes. I never saw the original 
stage comedy, but recently I 
caught the film version which 
starred John Barrymore and 
Carole Lombard. The sparks 
these two created made their 
vehicle fly, and while over¬ 
played, the pair burned up the 
tracks. 

Rock Hudson, who plays the 
last of the flamboyant 19th 
century impresarios, has a 
problem: he can’t sing and he 
has trouble acting. He is still too 
nice of a hunk to convince 
anyone that he could be a 
treacherous but lovable 
svengali. Imogene Coca, in a 
role created for her, cutely 
camps it up — at times you 
don’t even get the feeling she is 
on the same train. The bou¬ 
quets go to newcomer and 
leading lady, Judy Kaye. This 
young lady can sing, dance, 
and act. She has the talent and 
convinces. The same can be 
said of her Hollywood co-star.

MOLIERE 

Does four hours and fifteen 
minutes seem like a long run¬ 
ning time for a film? Even with 
an intermission I think that is an 
interminable length no matter 
how engrossing the subject. 
Admittedly Moliere led a fasci¬ 
nating life, but director Ariane 
Mnouchkine has, I think, 
explored it a bit too stretched 
out. From infancy to death the 
French playwright’s life is nar¬ 
rated in lavishly appointed 
detail. 

Designed in two distinct parts 
(not just an overlong film 
divided at a convenient spot), 
MOLIERE features a cast of 
unknown French actors who — 
after their performances here 
— will surely be better known 
in later productions. Mnouch¬ 
kine goes heavy on the crowd 
scenes, but these are French 
crowds, not Biblical epic ones. 
She lingers over the masses, 
the camera exploring each 
face, for these are the people of 
France to whom Moliere would 
later write his plays. As he sizes 
them up, so do we. 

The crowd scenes are indica¬ 
tive of the pageantry and spec¬ 
tacle of the Royal Courts 
Moliere and his acting troupe 
visit. The biography of the 
actor-writer becomes a history 
lesson of 17th century France. 
Philippe Caubere as Moliere 
gives a tour de force perform¬ 
ance as we watch him grow 
from his dashing youth to his 
withering old age. With a 
budget of $4.5 million it’s 
amazing that this film is as 
opulent in sets, costumes and 
historical accuracy as it is. 

For all the beauth and bril¬ 
liant acting, the film just goes 
on for too long; many spots 
could be easily cut without any 
loss to the story. The laborious 
detail finally takes its toll so that 
by the end I felt more than I 
wanted to about Moliere. 


“AND JUSTICE 
FOR ALL” 

A1 Pacino is a dedicated 
humane lawyer who defends 
people, not criminals. He’s 
been thrown in jail after he has 
thrown a punch at a judge 
(John Forsythe) who, “doesn’t 
give a shit” about defendants. 
But A1 has his hands full even 
without Judge Fleming. He has 
a partner who goes crazy after 
a guilty murderer he defended 
successfully kills again. Then 
there is a suicidal judge (Jack 
Warden) who is fond of putting 
a gun in his mouth during trial 
recesses. And then there is the 
woman attorney he’s having an 
affair with who is on a commit¬ 
tee that is investigating him. 

“AND JUSTICE FOR ALL” 
is a serious comedy of the 
black-as-coal sort. It makes 
statements about outrages of 
the American judicial system by 
painting them in hyperbolic 
proportions. Director Norman 
Jewison does try to pack an 
excess of plot and punch into 
the proceedings and 
consequently falls short of hit¬ 
ting the target every time. But 
succeeding 80 percent of the 
time is excellent by today’s 
standards. 

Pacino is called upon by the 
very judge he hates to defend 
him when he is arrested on a 
rape and assault charge. Under 
threat of blackmail, he takes on 
the case willy-nilly. The case is 
particularly hard for Pacino to 
take on because he learns the 
judge is indeed guilty. In fact, 
the entire judicial system is 
guilty as hell in Jewison’s eyes. 
There are no saving graces — 
we see only the broad bad side 
— of lawyers in it for money, of 
sordid plea bargaining, and a 
system that has gotten so mon¬ 
strously large that it no longer 
concerns itself with justice for 
all but with only wins and 
losses. As Pacino tells his 
grandfather during a visit to the 
man’s room at the old age 
home: “Being honest has no¬ 
thing to do with being a lawyer, 
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FRENCH POSTCARDS from Paramount Films — "A heavy-handed

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grandpa.” 

Pacino is stunning in his vivid 
inflamed portrait of the lawyer 
who cares. He clowns and 
fumes with a relentlessly accu¬ 
rate rhythm. Jack Warden buf¬ 
foons as the suicidal judge and 
seems the synthesis of the in¬ 
sane system. John Forsythe is 
perfectly hateful as the ogre 
rapist judge. 

The film, a two hour enter¬ 
tainment, says what is has to — 
and then some — in a blunt- 
edged way. We laugh at the 
excesses but it’s a nervous 
laugh. We are watching our 
system of law and order going 
down the toilet and all we can 
do is laugh about it. 

BEST BOY 


Heinrich (Held) escape the 
home for the day and are con¬ 
fronted with a Berlin they no 
longer know. The civility of the 
past is gone, replaced by the 
indignities of the whirlwind life 
of a big city in the 70’s. With 
only their memories to guide 
them, the couple wander the 
city on public transport and 
foot.

Director-writer Michael Gun¬ 
ther savvily lets the actors steal 
the show and the result is a 
human/humane drama that 
grabs at the heartstrings and 
plucks our emotions.

BREAKING THE 
OPERATIC 
FILM BARRIER 

Oh, to be on the silver 
screen! If you’ve kept a pair of 
Ruby Keeler’s tap shoes hidden 
in your closet, you’ll be sur¬ 
prised to learn that one might 
end up tapping one’s way to 
stardom next to the opera sing¬ 
ers of tomorrow. 

Film is quickly becoming a 
vital, potent force in the world 
of opera. Millions are now 
watching live telecasts of opera 
in their living rooms. At the 
same time, videotapes have 
become an important facet in 
analyzing rehearsals. Singers 
now have the chance to stand 
outside their bodies and see 
how they look onstage. Video¬ 
taping has become an increas¬ 
ingly crucial tool in the training 
of young singers involved in 
musical drama. So too, the 
flexibility of the camera offers 
relief from a stagnant stage pic¬ 
ture. The freedom of a mobile 
lens will eventually break 
through the barrier of the pro¬ 
scenium arch to let audiences 
experience opera in a more 
fluid medium. The magical 
world of operatic mythology 
will assume new proportions 
perhaps never captured by 
composers in their greatest 
efforts. Jean-Pierre Ponnelle’s 
controversial movie of 
MADAMA BUTTERFLY was a 


mere appetizer of things to 
come. It is fascinating, there¬ 
fore, to examine the potential 
of some of this fall’s opera pro¬ 
ductions to see how they could 
provide the basis for brilliant 
films.

The 
difficult score causes .severe 
problems during a live per¬ 
formance.

Quite a different problem 
existed in PELLEAS ET MELI- 
SANDE. Here, Thomas Munn 
stole the show with his sensitive 
lighting plots as he attempted 
to sustain the delicate time-out- 
of-mind moods inspired by 
Debussy’s music. But he could 
not possibly match the breadth 
of imagination available in the 
flexible medium of film. The 
young cast (Maria Ewing, Dale 
Duesing and Michael Devlin) 
all worked well under the supe¬ 
rior leadership of Julius Rudel. 

Having Rudel in the pit of the 
San Francisco Opera is a long- 
overdue luxury.

By next year his operat¬ 
ing budget will have reached a 
level which may qualify Pocket 
Opera for funds from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment For The 
Arts. I can’t think of a nicer 
recipient of my tax dollars. . .

Listen ... I was so hot to see 
NAVY BLUE that I couldn’t 
wait until it opened in San 
Francisco, and paid good 
money to see it in New York a 
month ago. Besides my curi¬ 
osity for the look of N.Y. porno 
theaters, the prospect of seeing 
George Payne after his two- 
year absence from the screen 
went right to my “heads.” The 
film, however, proved 
decapitating. 

I can’t remember seeing a 
movie so stupid, so ineptly 
conceived, so poorly filmed, 
and just so plain insulting. I can 
barely believe that the creators 
and performers in this film are 
actually Gay, since the movie is 
so ludicrously out of synch with 
current Gay behavior. 

The plot is so perversely 
inane that it undermines some 
good sex scenes. Stars Jack 
Wrangler and Payne play sailor 
buddies, with a friendship so 
close that they are almost 
brothers. They are secretly in 
love with each other, while 
each pretends to be straight. “If 
he knew I was Gay, he’d never 
talk to me again.” You get the 
idea. During a 24-hour shore 
leave that the friends spend 
separately so that each can 
maintain his facade, they fanta¬ 
size what they would like to be 
doing: making love to each 
other. Of course, we see these 
dreams, but as they aren’t 
filmed well and are static, they 
don’t excite. Each has a little 
side trip, one being a blow-job 
in a helicopter above New 
York. Scenic views, dull sex. 
Wrangler makes it with a dark¬ 
haired young Adonis in a good 
scene, but we go quickly to 
Payne. He is seen fucking the 
cheapest of street whores, 
whom he passes off to 
Wrangler as his fiancee, in a 
last-ditch attempt to assure his 
buddy of his heterosexuality. 
This girl looks like she was 
found in the last ditch, and only

is the CORNHOLES SAN FRANCISCO 
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an actor who needed his salary 
would go along with such a 
script. Wrangler goes obedient¬ 
ly along, which elicits much 
third-rate breast-beating (his 
own, not the girl’s) before the 
script’s long-expected uniting 
of the two boys. 

Wrangler and Payne sure 
stooped to be in this movie, 
and there isn’t any lower they 
can go. Wrangler’s been living 
with a well-known singer — 
definitely of the female persua¬ 
sion — for some time now. 
Since a movie like this can’t 
possibly pay him very much, I 
wonder what the fuck he’s 
doing in Gay porno anyway. 
Hey, Jack — Get A Job! 

As for Payne, we can only 
weep and wail that such a gor¬ 
geous, sexy and thickly hung 
guy has gotten stuck in such a 
lot of clinkers. I’m lighting 
candles and praying for just 
one film that will do this hot 
number justice. Only the last 
scene of NAVY BLUE is any 
good. Having finally confessed 
their love, Wrangler and Payne 
have a fevered, rousing ses¬ 
sion. It’s too late, though; any¬ 
one left in the theater by this 
time has been lobotomized. 
And if you do make it to this 
one worthwhile fuck, there’s 
still the surprise ending, in 
which our two boys flunk Be¬ 
ginning Acting in the course of 
a tearful farewell when one of 
them is transferred to another 
ship. 

We can hardly grant a tearful 
farewell to this piece of 
garbage. In an era when Gays 
are finally coming into their 
own and rejoicing in their 
nature, it’s just too much to 
bear to see a film with such a 
warped consciousness. 


Francis Ellie also directed 
KILLING ME SOFTLY, which 
returns to the Nob Hill for a 
second run with NAVY BLUE. 
It should have been scrapped 
after its first run, although the 
name of F. Ellie is warning 
enough by now that the plot 
will be insidious. I quote the 
nation’s only “serious” porn 
reviewer — myself — from the 
March 29, 1979, issue of the 
B.A.R.. 

“. . . about a psychotic man 
who murders his sex partners 
... by strangling them with his 
jock strap ... It is difficult to get 
off on a man who is so mentally 
unbalanced that he cannot 
have sex with someone unless 
he murders them.” 

It is possible that Francis Ellie 
thinks he’s coming up with 
new, exciting twists for the old 
suck-and-fuck film. It’s my feel¬ 
ing, after seeing some of his 
films, that Mr. Ellie is just 
twisted. I have never seen a 
string of movies with more ill- 
conceived plots or unhealthy 
notions than those perpetrated 
by this director. I suggest that 
>ou boycott any product that 
•ears Mr. Ellie’s name. One 
bad movie is a mistake; several 
such movies are symptoms of 
some gross disorder.
